February forced Mr. Taft to resign 
as chief justice, and thereafter kept 
him in bed under the anxious eyes 
of family and physicians.

One of 
the 
really significant, 


and at the same 
time pathetic, 


' sjTnptoms of contemporary life is 
the number of groups of followers 
of the occult and csotchic, -'who 
meet every week in 
hotels and 


halls in our great cities. Conven- 
tional Christians 
know 
little or 


nothing about these seekers after 
"truth." Yet their number is le- 
gion; and they represent a need 
which the churches seem to be not 
satisfying. 


As I have watched gitoups of 


well dressed, cultivated folk, most- 
ly women, sitting 
eager and at- 


tentive at the feet of turbaned 
Hindus, or of American teachers of 
Hindu cults, I have pondered the 
problem of why these things should 
be. Most of these talks that I have 
heard have been a conglomeration 
of sheer showmanship,—inaccurate 
orientalism which makes one who 
knows the East smile at the ignor- 
ance and gullibility of the hearers 
•—and a hodge-podge of the philoso- 
phies and religions of the decadent 
nations. 


Stripped 
of 
their 
picturesque 


trappings, these occult teachings 
are only diluted pantheism, Hel- 
lenic egoism, and rituals of breath- 
ing and introspection. Most 
of 


their devotees pass from one cult 
to another, forever unsatisfied; yet 
flattered by the assurance that they 
are not like other folk, but are a 
superior order of spirits and minds 
qualified to be 
"seekers." 
Poor 


things; they have been trying to 
feed their souls upon stale straw, 
dug up from the scrap-heaps of the 
Orient's ancient failures. 
On tho Wrong Trail. 


These wandering weaklings—for 


one never meets a rugged thinker 
or 
thoroughly 
educated 
person 


among them—represent 
the self- 


pitiful group of society. And they 
stand as evidence that the churches 
have failed to meet the spiritual 
needs of some senstive souls. Un- 
satisfied by ordinary church serv- 
Ives, they have turned to these 
poor substitutes. 


Over against all occultism and 


self-worship (I sometimes 
think 
that the Japanese 
sacred Shinto 


symbol, which is a mirror, to be 
found in the holy of holies of 
Japan's greatest shrines, not un- 
fairly embodies this idea of reli- 
gion), may sensibly be put the 
clear teachings of Jesus. The Mas- 
ter made no appeal to the self- 


- esteeming few, whose boast is that 


they are different from and super- 
ior to the 
masses. 
His message 


was directed to the great body of 
mankind, the high and 
the low 


alike, grouping them at one in their 
common human needs. His teach- 
ing, 
He declared, was understand- 


able by the lowly and the child- 
like. The only ones from whom its 
meaning is hidden are the proud in 


• mind and arrogant in heart. 
And 


His doctrine is best revealed by 
His deeds. 


A Prophet's Prison Mood 


"There are no liars like the sen- 
sations of our bodies," says one of 
Kipling's characters. 
A deal 
of 


feeling that considers itself spiritu- 
al doubt is only physical weariness 
or Indigestion. Even John the Bap- 
tist, the Forerunner, who had him- 
self baptized and recognized Jesus, 
fell under the prison mood of de- 
pression, after he had lain for a 
time in Herod's dungeon at Mache- 
rus. In his loneliness an.-l suffer- 
ing, 
he was assailed by misgivings 
as to whether, after all, he might 
not have been mistaken. Could It 
be that Jesus was not the expected 
Messiah? 


Everybody understands that state 


of mind. Dark hours of- discourage- 
ment and despair come to all of us, 
wherein we distrust ourselves, our 
dearest friends, our past experi- 
ences,' our work, our future, our 
faith itself. 
Usualy, the 
cure is 


fresh air, exercise and a change of 
scone. Once 
Luther's 
wife, 
ac- 


cording to n familiar story, appear- 
ed in mourning. The great reform- 
er inquired the reason. "Is not God 
dead?" inquired the shrewd wo- 
man, 
thus dramatically rallying the 


sagging spirits of her down-hearted 
husband. 
Yes, we 'all can under- 


stand the 
prison 
mood of 
the 


brave Baptist. He at least had the 
wisdom 
to 
send 
messengers to 


Jesus to ask, bluntly and openly, 
tho questions that were torturing 
his soul. 


Religion's Basic rroof. 
If our Lord had been a theologian 


He might have written John a pro- 
found letter, buttressing His claims 
by quotations from Scripture and 
by deep logic. Instead, He merely 
said—wise Physician of souls!—"Go 
back and tell John what you have 
seen: the sick cured, the blind giv- 
en sight, the dead raised, and the 
poor receiving the Gospel.' 


Such was the habit of the Mas- 


ter's mind. 
He would have every 


tree judged only by its fruits. The 
best proof that Ho was the Mes- 
siah was that He was doing Mes- 
siah-work. He did what He did be- 
cause He was what Ho was. Chris- 
tianity's unanswerable apologetic is 
the kind of work it docs 
in 
the 


world. Jesus met human needs di- 
vinely; ami content with these tid- 
ings. John went serenely to a hero's 
death. 


Spurgeon, in preaching upon Eli- 


ja'h's duel with the priests of Baal, 
upon the text, "The God that an- 
swered by fire, lot him be God," 
made the application, 
"The God 


that answereth by hospitals, by or- 
phanages, by happy homes, by no- 
ble lives, by human ministry, let 
Him be God." Look broadly at the 
difference between Christian 
na- 


tions and pagan nations; between 
godly communities and godless com- 
munities; between Christian homes 
and Christless homes, if you would 
find the simplest and most unan- 
swerable apologetic for Christianity. 


The Statute in the Hospital. 


Tourists go to the famous Luth- 


eran church in Copenhagen, where 
Thorwaldsen's "Christ 
and 
the 


Twelve Apostles" may be seen. I 
like bettor, perhaps because of its 
setting, the replica of that same 
statue of Jesus which stands in the 
rotunda of the main 
building of 


Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore. 
The heroic white marble Figure 
seems to be in the act of bestowing 
from its outstretched hand, oeace 
upon every sufferer. The interpre- 
tation inscribed a.t the base of tne 
statue is, "Come unto Me all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I 
will .give you rest." This is Christ 
in characteristic attitude. 
' 


These words from our Lesson are 


its keynote. They were spoken in 
a land where many of the people 
were overburdened. No traveller 
ever forgets the "hamals," the hu- 
man beasts of burden, in the Near 
East. Often one man carries two 
or three hundred pounds on 
his 


back. And the load of poverty and 
oppression was as great as the bur- 
den of toil. How the hearts of such 
men would leap at the figure used 
by* Jesus. 


We may not forget that He who 


spoke of yokes was a carpenter, and 
had skillfully made many an easy 
yoke. 
I cherish memories of an 


old-fashioned carpenter 
shop 
in 


Nazareth where the carpenter sits 
on the floor, amidst the fragrant 
ships, and fashion yokes with primi- 
tive tools, just as Jesus used to do. 
The Teacher always knew what He 
was talking about.

The vice-president. Doctor Jose 
De Alfonseca, resigned his office in 
the face of the growing opposition, 
but yesterday was understood to he 
reconsidering, with possibility 
he 
would withdraw the action. 
Last night a band camped out- 
side of Santo Doming while an emis- 
sary of the American minister, Char- 
les B. Curtiss, attempted to make, 
peace between the insurgents and 
the government at the insurgent 
stronghold, Santiago. 
The insurgent disaffection grew

He was elected in 1924 for 
a four year term, but in 1927 had 
the term extended two years.

mining the prevalence of the dis- 
ease, were ready to aid communi- 
ties In the task. 
Dallas Interested. 
Dallas. Mr. Von Hovenburg stat- 


ed, was one of the first cities to 
become interested in the 
move- 
ment and staged 
a lively 
war 
against the mosquito in 1915. In 
1917, the speaker stated, he went 
into the service of the 
St. Louis 


Southwestern 
railway 
and had 


spent the time since then in wag- 
Ing war on the mosquito. The re- 
sults of the work have been high- 
ly pleasing to railroad officials, he 
stated and has accounted 
for a 
greatly increased efficient 
work- 


ing crews and better living condi- 
tions. 
The work, Mr. Van Hovenburg 


declared, was spectacular 
in the 
cities and could be carried on with 
a minimum of expense, securing 
the co-operation of all civic organ- 
izations, but the work in outlying 
communities was entirely differ- 
ent, and even more urgent than 
ni the larger cities.

to have a better knowledge of the 
treatment of the. disease and co- 
operation on the part of the medi- 
cal fraternity in completely iso- 
lating the affected patients. Sec- 
ond, there are a large number of 
civic organizations that can be en- 
listed in the campaign and thus 
aid in telling the citizens just what 
malaria is and methods used in 
treating it.

Senator Tom Pollard of 
Tyler raised a point of order that 
the Beck bill had been killed inso- 
far as this session was concerned 
when it failed of substitution for 
the McFarlane bill.
